Judge says city, 


75 CENTS 


commissioner 


stays

CHARLEVOIX — East 
Jordan city. commissioner 
Paul Timmons walked out 
of the Charlevoix County 
Circuit Courtroom with the 
emotions of relief and sat- 
isfaction visible on his 
face. 

The challenge to his 
service on the city commis- 
sion was dismissed when 
Judge Richard M. Pajtas 
decided in favor of Tim- 
mons on Friday, April 25. 

“T’m glad to be serving 
the people who elected me 
and plan to do so for some 
time,” Timmons said after 
the hearing. “I’m pleased 
with the decision.” 

Timmons was elected 
city commissioner in No- 
vember 2007, but soon 


after that some of the city. 


officials questioned 
whether he should be a part 
of the commission, be- 
cause of an agreement he 
signed with the city in Oc- 
tober 2006. 

Timmons was employed 
by the city of East Jordan 
as a police officer from 
April 20, 1980 to Oct. 1, 
2006. When Timmons left 
his employment with the 
city he signed a Resigna- 
tion and Retirement Agree- 
ment that stated, in part, 
that he permanently relin- 
quished all claims to fur- 
ther employment with the 
city in any capacity. 

The city officials said 
that Timmons was in viola- 
tion of the Resignation and 
Retirement Agreement, be- 
cause he became a city em- 
ployee when he was elect- 
ed to the commission. 

A court action was filed 
with the city of East Jordan 
as plaintiff on Jan. 11. The 
city brought the motion for 
the April 25 hearing, seek- 
ing a summary disposition, 
or an immediate ruling in 
favor of the plaintiff. 

Instead, the judge denied 
the plaintiff's motion and 
said that Timmons should 
be granted a summary dis- 
position, — 

The judge focused on the

word “claim” that was used 
in the agreement between 
Timmons and the city, say- 


ing that when Timmons ran - 


for election to the city com- 
mission he was not making 
a claim, in other words an 
assertion of a right, to em- 
ployment. The judge fur- 


ther said that the electorate . 


would be deprived of a per- 
son they chose to represent 
them if Timmons was not 
allowed to serve. 

Resident Neil Booze 
who supported Timmons 
said that he and other cit- 
izens he has heard from are 
thrilled with the decision. 

“I believe there was 
great ignorance on the part 
of those who brought this 
case. This case was pur- 
sued at great expense to the 
taxpayers,” 
and added that he hoped 
this was the last of the 
matter. 

Mayor Dan Bennett who 
has called for unity on the 
commission and in the city 
said he was thankful for a 
resolution. 

“Y’m glad to finally have 
reached a decision on the 
matter. It’s been a long and 
strung-out process,” Ben- 
nett said. “I do not believe 
this will be pursued any 
further. We need to put it 
all behind us and move for- 
ward from here. 

“For those who disagree 
with the judge’s decision, 
we are considering the de- 
cision final,” Bennett said.

EJPS resolution calls for equitable funding

EAST JORDAN — The East Jordan Pub- 
lic Schools’ Board of Education approved a 
resolution that supports equitable school 
funding at its meeting on April 21. 

The resolution will be sent to state Rep. 
Kevin Elsenheimer and state Sen. Jason 
Allen. The resolution encourages local legis- 
lators to pass into law. provisions that would 
provide base foundation school districts, 
such as East Jordan, with annual funding in- 
creases that are two times the regular fund- 
said Superintendent Chip 


ing increase, 
Hansen. 


“Such legislation is necessary to continue 
to close the gap between the state’s highest 


and lowest funded schools,” Hansen said. 
Rep. Elsenheimer and Sen. Allen have 
been supportive of the funding concept for 
several years, Hansen said, and are working 
with colleagues in the Legislature on behalf 
of the base foundation school districts. - 
“Michigan’s school funding system is 
broken and at some point our elected offici- 
als in Lansing are going to have to address 
the huge disparities that exist in per-pupil 
funding in our state,” Hansen said. 
Another drop in enrollment in 2008-2009 
is anticipated, Hansen said. He cited Kinder- 
garten Round-Up numbers and the loss of 
students during the current school year. 
“Michigan is hemorrhaging students, and 
northwest Michigan isn’t immune to that 
fact,” Hansen told board members.

The second request is 
for one mill, which will 
be assessed only to ena- 
ble the school district to 
restore the mills that 
may be lost as a result of 
a possible Headlee re- 
duction on the 18 mills 
applied to all property 
other than homestead 


and qualified agricul- 
tural properties. 

The third proposal is 

for a 1.16 mill renewal 
to allow the Charlevoix- 
Emmet Intermediate 
School District to con- 
tinue to support all of 
the districts in the two 
county area, including 
Boyne City, with its 
special education serv- 
ices. 
“The purpose of that 
one mill kicks in year 
two and three of the 
proposal for three years, 
for year two and three in 
case of heavy rollback. 
Sometimes that is diffi- 
cult to understand,” 
Alger explained. “I 
want people. to under- 
stand it, for most of our 
voting public it won’t 
affect them, people 
need to understand that. 
It affects a lot of our re- 
sorters and businesses 
but for the most part it 
doesn’t affect their 
homestead.”

with the Federal Avia- 
tion Administration. 
along with their aircrafts. 

Dowty works in the 
Boyne City area for 
KIDS HOPE USA and 
likened the organization 
to the Big Brother’s and 
Big Sister’s setup. The 
children’s -ages range 
from five to 14-years- 
old with an emphasis on 
elementary school kids. 
There is currently only 
one 14-year-old in the 
program. 


“We go and spend 
one hour a week and the 
whole concept behind it 
is that they are showing 
that kids thrive if they 
have at least one inter- 
ested adult other than a 
family member in their 
lives,” Dowty — ex- 
plained. “We have al- 
ready seen growth; this 
is our first year with 
Concord. This is a na- 
tional program and they 
have KIDS HOPE USA 
in Australia now too, It 
started in Zeeland, 
Mich., where I went for 


my training and there 
were a lot of different 
states represented.” 

The affiliate agree- 
ment KIDS HOPE USA 
signed with CAB guar- 
antees. that the school 
can’t sign with any 
other church and the 
church in turn can’t sign 
with any other school to 
ensure a one on one re- 
lationship. 

“One of our missions 
at the church is to be an 
outreach to the commu- 
nity and love and serv- 
ice. We had a lot of 


people who either work- 
ed with children before 
or would like to work 
with children,’ Dowty 
said. “This was just a 
great avenue for them to 
get tied up with the pro- 
gram and have some 
structure. It is only for 
our: members of our 
congregation, they have 
to consider the church 
their home church.” 
Along with the one on 
one concept, the church 
also does some behind 
the scenes work for the 
kids with a group of 


prayer partners praying 
for the children. 

“Some children have 
family problems and 
some don’t. Some are re- 
ferred because of aca- 
demics and some for so- 
cial or emotional rea- 
sons,” Dowty added.

Exercise Helps 
Depression 


Exercising on a regular 
basis seems to reduce 
symptoms of major 
depression. In a recent 
study of over 200 adults 
with depression, the 
people who participated 
in a group-based exer- 
cise program did about 
as well as those treated 
with an antidepressant 
medication. Another 
group who completed a 
home-based program 
also improved but to a 
lesser degree. All the 
groups did better than 
the placebo group.

Lakeshore Community Free 
Clinic celebrates one year 


The Lakeshore 
Community Free 
Clinic turned one on 
April 27. In that time 
the clinic has seen 
more than 1,600 pa- 
tients, mostly from 
Charlevoix County. 
The clinic has been fi- 
nanced this past year 
totally by donations 


from the public. Ac- 


cording to Pastor 
Dave Crumbaugh, 
Executive Director 
and founder of the 
clinic, “there were 
many times this past 
year where we were in 
financial stress, and 
the community rallied 
to keep this clinic 
open.” 

According to Crum- 
baugh, many busi- 
nesses, churches, as 
well as most of the 
service clubs continue 
to help on a regular 
basis. The new ‘220 
Lake Street’ restau- 
rant recently held a 
benefit for the clinic 
with many local 
bands donating their 
time as well. “We are 
very grateful for ev- 
eryone who has 
helped us have a very 
successful year,” 
Crumbaugh said. 

Additionally, the 
clinic recently  re- 
ceived a grant from 
the Frey Foundation 
of $10,000 to be used 
for labs and tests. Ac- 


. cording to Dr. Rich- 
ard Mansfield, the. 


clinic doctor who do- 
nates every Friday to 
the cause, they can’t 


do their job properly 
without the ability to 
have these labs .and 
tests done. However, 
those who come to see 
them usually do not 
have the money to pay 
for these tests. The 
Frey Foundation 
grant will make a val- 
uable difference in 
the care offered by the 
clinic. 

The clinic also re- 
cently received a 
grant from the Michi- 
gan Dept. of Commu- 
nity Health for 
$5,400. An x-ray ma- 
chine was also do- 
nated to the clinic 
from a dentist in Vir- 
ginia. It has not, how- 
ever, been hooked up 
yet, as the clinic 
awaits more dona- 
tions for the costly 
hookup and certifica- 
tion of the equipment. 

Lakeshore Commu- 
nity Free Clinic was 
started by Lakeshore 
Community Church 
and Doctor Richard 
Mansfield to help the 
uninsured and ‘under- 
insured in the area. 
Unlike other free clin- 
ics, Lakeshore does 
not require documen- 
tation of income as 
criteria. According to 
national statistics 
having a job, even a 
full-time job, does not 
guarantee access to 
health insurance. 

47 million Ameri- 
cans, including 9 mil- 
lion kids, are living 


without health insur-, 


ance, forced to gam- 


ble every day that 
they won’t get sick or 
injured. That’s a risk 
no one should have to 
take. Uninsured 
Americans live sicker 
and die younger than 
those with health in- 
surance. Just one se- 


’ rious illness or injury 


can wipe out an unin- 
sured family’s bank 
account. And the 
problem is growing 
worse. Each year, 


more and more hard 


working families join 
the ranks of the unin- 
sured. 

In Michigan, only 
59.9% of employers 
offer insurance to 
their employees.

position. Leach, 59, 
has been in public 
transit for about 15

Statewide issues in 
rural transportation. 

Leach is a member 
of the Michigan 
Transit Pool, which is 
a self-insurance pool 
for public transit pro- 
viders and the Risk 
Management Commit- 
tee of that pool. He is 
also very active in the 
Michigan Public 
Transit Association 
and the different sen- 
ior groups represent- 
ing  senior’s service 
organizations. 

His enthusiasm for 
transit is what stands 
out when talking to 
Leach about his role 
and expectations for 
the seniors in Charle- 
voix County. 

“I have a passion 
for transit, my wife 


sometimes refers to it - 


as a fatal passion or 
attraction,” Leach 
said. “I’m a retired 
Navy guy and I was in 
Delta County in the 
UP prior to coming to 
Boyne.” 
_ Leach worked for 
the Delta Area Transit 
Authority and likened 
the experience to what 
he has seen so far in 
Charlevoix County.

that we stood alone 
from the county and 
Charlevoix County 
Transit is part of the 
County government. 
The services are all 
the same, it’s just dif- 
ferent the way you do 
business as far as in- 
ternal and external 
things,” Leach ex- 
plained. “The systems 
are about the same 
size and the popula- 
tion is a little bit less 
than in Delta County 
but the summer popu- 
lation in Charlevoix 
County is 
larger.” 

Leach was very ex- 
cited about the serv- 
ices his department 
provides for seniors 
and is always. looking 
for ways to improve 
the transit. He has also 
been extremely im- 
pressed with his staff 
and how they work in 
the community. 

“What really im- 
pressed me from what 
I’ve seen from the 
drivers are they really 
look after their cus- 
tomers. They know 
their customers, the 
drivers have been here 
for a number of years, 
they live here and 
grew up here,” Leach 
commented. “It’s 
really amazing the re- 
lationship they have 
with the customers. 
I’m sure some of the 
drivers if they chose 
could have done 
something else. It kind 
of gets into your 
blood, for me it’s that 
way.” 

There are 20 em- 
ployees in the Char- 
levoix. Transit. that 
covers the - entire 
county. A typical day 


much 


starts out at 6 a.m. 
with outlined areas 
the buses have to get 
to. At peak time there 
are usually around 
nine buses on the 
road at any one time. 
The buses also work 
with students that go 
to different schools 
and at times trans- 
porting workers to 
and from their jobs. 

“We are basically a 
demand -__s response 
service that operates 
pretty much like a cab 
company. If someone 
needs to go .some- 
where they pick up the 
phone and call and we 
respond within 10 to 
15. minutes,” Leach 
said. “Most cab com- 
panies would really 
strive. for that re- 
sponse time. We take 
the customer where 
they need to go; it 
usually involves a re- 
turn trip.” 

Leach said errands 
like grocery shopping, 
doctor appointments, 
senior center activities 
or simply visiting 
loved ones are just a 
few of the assign- 
ments the Transit 
takes on for it’s cus- 
tomers. The day 
usually ends around 4 
p.m. with two cleanup 
buses that are out until 
about 6 p.m. There. are 
17 buses at Leach’s 
disposal for the Trans- 
it. According to 
Leach, all buses ex- 
cept one is ADA 
equipped which 
means they can handle 
wheelchairs and they 
all have lifts installed 
on the buses. 

A good amount’ of 
clients are repeat cus- 
tomers and Leach has 


- doctor’s: 


seen an increase in 
phone calls with the 
prices of gas sky rock- 
eting right now. De- 
spite the cost, the rates 
have remained the 
same for Leach’s cus- 
tomers. 

“The average senior 
ride is 50 cents, they 
can buy a ride ticket 
that is good for several 
rides and I believe that 
is discounted if they 
buy the punch ticket. 
You can’t beat the 
value for 50 cents,” 
Leach said. 

On the weekend, the 
Transit operates on an 
on demand type basis. 
If there is a communi- 
ty event going.on like 
Memorial Day, Leach 
will have a_ driver 
available for transport 
and also for any senior 
event. 

Other services the 
Transit provides in- 
clude non-emergency 
medical transports for 
or dialysis 
appointments that are 
available Monday 
through Friday from 6 
a.m. to 6 p.m. 

“It offers indepen- 
dence for seniors, if 
somebody has an ap- 
pointment next week 
they can call and 
schedule that ride and 
it locks them into a 
time and guarantees 


they will get there on 


time,” Leach added. 
“We have a 10 minute 
window, in cases of 
the doctor that’s an 
appointment we try to 
get them there at least 


. 10 minutes prior to the 


appointment. We may 
adjust the pick up time 
based on the. arrival 
time:

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Commission on Aging moving forward 


To the editor: 

The Charlevoix County Commission on Aging discussed a detailed ac- 
tion plan with County Commissioners on April 2. Director Susan Berg- 
mann said the many actions to date and Plans i in progress are the culmina- 
tion of many months of effort. F 

In January, 2007, the COA board initiated a self-assessment to provide 
direction for formulating spending plans that address the greatest senior 
needs and to serve as a base line for measuring future improvement. The 
results yielded significant opportunity to increase awareness of services as 
well as to expand and add programs and services and to improve the qual- 
ity of what the COA already offers. From that, over 60 potential actions 
were identified and prioritized based on importance and achievability. 
Several ad hoc COA board committees, including numerous community 
stakeholders, developed and executed many program enhancements and 
expansions. Work is ongoing to implement additional plans. The overall 
result of the effort is a responsible spending plan for addressing senior 
needs with taxpayer monies. 

Key accomplishments and plans include: addition of full time nurses, 
aides and homemakers in direct care and adult day services; elimination of 
all waiting lists, maximum hours per client and proof of income require- 
ments; implementation of cross. training for in-home workers; provision 
for five-day adult day services; completion of a compensation study and 
increased wage rates for direct care workers; provision for ongoing service 
satisfaction measurement, development of in-home safety maintenance 
program; establishment of policy for senior health and safety emergencies, 
and implementation of a pilot “free ridership” program in conjunction with 
County Transit. Many more enhancements are still “in the works.” 

Although these accomplishments and plans involved a significant 
number of dedicated people on the COA board and in the community, 
much credit for proposals and implementation in the major categories (di- 
rect care, programs, adult day services) goes to Director Bergmann for her 
initiative and creativity in developing improvements, measurements and 
new initiatives. 

For many good reasons, the COA is in the very fortunate position of 
having a healthy investment account of $1.9 million. The self-assessment

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has given the COA board and staff direction in utilizing seniors’ money ef- 
fectively and responsibly on the seniors’ behalf. 

Although information about the COA’s finances has always been 
readily available, some seem to believe the COA is “hoarding money” and 


‘trying to hide it. Those instigating that view have actually hindered the 


COA’s ability to improve and expand services as rapidly as planned by 
creating animosity in the community, forcing attention to unfounded com- 
plaints and misinformation, and delaying decision making. 

The COA’s current budget is $1.4 million. During the first six months of 
the fiscal year, the COA operates on a fund balance that is less than the 
budget until senior millage monies are collected. The expanded and new 
programs for which ongoing costs have thus far been identified will be al- 
most $300,000 annually, exceeding the fund balance and requiring de- 
pendence on the investment account. This is in addition to startup and pilot 
program costs, costs yet to be identified for further enhancements, and cap- 
ital expenditures for information technology and facility upgrades in East 
Jordan, Beaver Island and Boyne Area. The COA monthly expenses, in- 
cluding Beaver Island senior center services and Boyne Area, Charlevoix, 
and East Jordan Senior Centers, currently exceed $100,000, and the board 
believes it should keep reserves sufficient to operate for eight months in the 
event of cuts to state/federal spending and/or loss of millage income. Eight 
months would enable the COA to assist senior clients and caregivers in 


_ finding alternative sources of assistance to the extent they exist. 


The COA is extremely grateful for the strong support of the vast niajor- 
ity of residents, including seniors, taxpayers, senior center boards, volun- 
teers, county commissioners and the many other stakeholders who have 
worked on all the projects. Continued community dialogue and support 
will enable the COA to:responsibly strike the balance between increased 
offerings and a reasonable emergency reserve of the seniors’ money. 

The entire COA Strategic Plan Development continues to be available 
for review at the libraries, the senior centers and the COA office in Char- 
levoix. Questions, suggestions and requests for services can be directed to

Now that I’ve gone through 
all or at least part of three sports 
seasons in this job, I’ve noticed 
one strange fashion choice 
among coaches. 

Have you ever realized that 
baseball coaches are the only 
coaches that wear the team uni- 
form on game day? Why is this? 
Some wear the practice jersey 
instead of the true game jersey, 
but that’s just a difference in 
color. Why wear what the play- 
ers wear at all? Tigers skipper 
Jim Leyland even wears cleats!. 

Ive thought about this for 
some time now (I spend a lot of 
time on the road), and I can 
come up with three theories. 

The first is tradition. Baseball 
is our oldest sport by far, outda- 
ting basketball and football by 
over half a century. And it 
wasn’t that long ago that some 
managers actually coached and 
played, so it makes sense that 
they would wear the team uni- 
form. 

The second is that baseball 
uniforms are just more...con- 
genial... to middle aged bodies. 
Pants and loose jerseys. Even 
Tigers third base coach Gene 
Lamont can fit into one, and 

he’s probably seen thinner 

days. Former. Dodgers manager 
and Slim-Fast spokesman (he 
made a’ poor spokesman) 
Tommy -Lasorda had no prob- 
lems donning the Dodger blue 
at every game. 

They say that the clothes 
make the man. But they also say 
that you are what you eat. So 
which are more important, sar- 
torial decisions or dietary ones? 
For ‘most people, dietary deci- 
sions have a direct influence on 
sartorial ones. Baseball coaches 
seem to not have that problem. 

The third reason is related to 
the second reason, but slightly 

different: Baseball uniforms 

aren’t cumbersome and don’t 
look ridiculous and out of place 
on the sidelines.

For some reason, 
seeing him in front of the bench 
wearing shorts, a tank top, 
white sneakers and knee-high 
socks just doesn’t seem right, 
but it’d be worth the price of ad- 
mission. 

I bet Boyne City wrestling 
coach Don Nohel and his son 
Drew don’t wrestle over who 
gets to wear the singlet that day. 

And as for Forest Area vol- 
leyball coach Ron Stremlovw ... 
Well, suffice it to say that he 
never seems to think spandex 
and knee pads are in season in 
Fife Lake, no matter what his 
players think. 

. The only other coaches that 
come close to player-coach uni- 
form uniformity are track and 
cross country coaches, who 


usually wear the team warm- 


ups. But that’s not the same. 


: Incollege, men (the sprinters, 


at least) wear “speed’ suits” 
(similar to a wrestling singlet) 
and the women wear aptly- 
named “buns,” which I take is 
short for bun-huggers. Track 
coaches need to get from event 
to event quickly ... but not that 
quickly, especially when it’s 40 
degrees. 

So I guess baseball coaches 
are in a class of their own. Even 


their softball sisters tend to. 


stray from strict jersey con- 
formity. 

Wait ... I just thought of two 
sports that might count: golf and 
bowling. Should they qualify?

feelings of helplessness, 
hopelessness, and thoughts 
of suicide. Sleep 
disturbances, irritability, 
anorexia, are common to 
both mania and depression. 
Bipolar illness is quite 
treatable. Commonly 
individuals find it difficult 
to stay on medication (side 
effects), which reduces 
successful treatment.. 
Reportedly, they miss the 
highs even though they 
dread the accompanying 
depression.
